Your letter of 21 April 197S asked that a report listing the 
Agency’s existing paramilitary stocks and projected acquisitions 
be provided together with an explanation as to why these acquisitions 
are necessary. The attached report is in response to this request. 

As you know, the Central Intelligence Agency's 1979 Budget 
contains no funds for procurement of ordnance for the paramilitary 
stockpile. The Office of Management and Budget is currently examining 
our proposed 1980 program, and we will be prepared to discuss fully 
any request for ordnance procurement during the hearings early next 
year . 

If there is any need for further discussion of the details 
presented in the enclosure, we will be happy to pursue this further 
with your staff.

Dear Admiral Turner: 

My staff principal canceled a meeting which was to 
have occurred at 9:30 this morning with NFAC and DDO 
representatives. This became necessary because at 9:15 
the CIA Office of Legislative Counsel called to say that 
a decision had been made to exclude staff from the 
meeting, and that they would brief me alone. 

This restriction, imposed fifteen minutes before 
the scheduled meeting, is entirely inconsistent with 
the relationship that ought to exist between the 
Committee and the DCI . The following background makes 
that evident: 

At the Subcommittee o n Evaluation hea ring of 
September 20, the witness , I I explained 25X1 

that differences between NIE 4-1-78 and earlier depart- 
mental estimates resulted from several changes in the 
approach to the analysis, and that "important new 
evidence of a sensitive nature" confirmed the new 
estimate of Warsaw Pact preparation time. (As you know, 
the Subcommittee staff had prepared a detailed critique 
of NIE 4-1-78, which faulted it for not clearing the 
air with regard to previous warning estimates.) 

Referring to his assertion a bout the "important 
new evidence," I asked | | to share this new 25X1 

material that confirmed the NIE’s judgments. When he 
responded that it was " compartmcnted information" and 
that not everyone in the room would be cleared for it, I 
asked that he instead provide the information to the 

Subcommittee. The following day--fully a week ago--the / 

Office of Legislative Counsel and my staff arranged for 
a briefing on this material for 9:30 this morning. 
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It is evident from the above that the sudden, seemingly 
arbitrary decision not to provide the information to my 
staff effective ly prohibits the Subcommittee from fully 
evaluating your/ explanation of the N 1 s 3U g 

ments. Furthermore, it impedes the Subcommittee s effort, 
to assist the Program and Budget Subcommittee m its . 
study of HUMINT. Most importantly, this action constitutes 
an unacceptable denial of the access which this Committee 
requires in order to carry out its responsibilities. 

I would appreciate you giving this matter your atten- 
tion. While I appreciate the problem of the "need to know 
principle," I also recognize that effective evaluation and 
oversight of the intelligence community cannot be performed 
if we are not provided acce-ss to its information.
